A few dn3-a ngo a. very exciting 
now8 telegram was reooivcil iiei'o. li 
stfttod tiiat iiuf^ia had dolivoiod its 
ultiinaluni to Turkey, giving tliut 
Power t"n Qtiya in wliit;li to accept or 
reject it. Tlio ultimaLutu, it wn<j i8- 
Bertod, domandnd that tho Sultan 
Bhould code tho i.~lo of Cfcto to Grcoco 
and place on a looting of political 
equality all tlio Cliristians within his. 
borders, Failini^ to comply with lliia 
very modost doiuuiid ot a eincoro 
friend niid udin'ror (who doubla thai 
IluB^ia admires TuiUoy !') war was to 
be declared at the end of tho ten days 
of grace. This tologram was datod 
LoadoD, lOlb September. A subset 
qnent despatoh of tbe llth stated that 
groat anxiotY woa lelt in London lest 
the Sultan, relying too rauoh upon tho 
friendship of France and Great Britain, 
shonld doclioo to accede to the Euasian 
demands. These two lolograma bore 
OD their face an aspect of plauHibility^ 
and might have been swallotved with- 
out tho addition of tbe caslomary 
grain of salt; but, unfortunately for 
the reputation of tho newHpapor (the 
Now York Tiibune) that firnt gave 
them publicity, a do-patch datod Con. 
Btantino})le, Sepieinbor l-4lli, came to 
hand on the IGih, in which not the 
slightest allusion was made to tho 
ultimatum; but which stated that 
Turkoj' had refused, in answer to a 
note from all ibo Western Powers 
to appoint a niixod coinmitisioii to in' 
quire into tho atlair.s of Crete Had 
tho ultimatum boen presonted on the 
10th inst., it is hardly to bo believed 
that on tho ll'.h — scarcely four days 
Bllerwards — Turkey would have do 
olined to appoint a commission, 
"When to have appointed one wouK! 
hare secured it the sympathy, il 
not the support of a majority of 
tbe signers of tho note; nor 
does it appear po.<<Biblo that between 
tbe lOth and l4th the Guvornments 
of Great Britain and Franco could 
havo been communicateJ with, 
BMSwors returned, and tho Porte 
placed in a jionition to act with so 
much irecdoni in tho all'airs of the 
unfortunate i.sland. Tho report ot 
the presentation of tho ultimatum ia 
VOP}'' itnprobnblo. It, is, indeed, "very 
like a whale" — one oi tho roorback 
spccios, which the i^ow York press are 
toorauihia tho habit of pub'ishing, 
•with tho objocl of creating a sensa- 
tion, and which wo have always 
advi.-?ed our readers to roceivo with 
caution. Tho atTuirH of Turkey aro in 
8 deplorable state, no doubt. But tho 
SaltDQ has promised, as the only plan 
by which bo oau prevent absorption by 
Bufsia, to iatroduco reforms and cor^ 
root abuses, to disoonraL'e religions iui 
toleranoo and persecution, and to call 
around him a Cabinet of advisers 
composed of Christians and Moslems 
in equal number. The world huB 
reason, thoroforo, to hope that if these 
promisofi are but half lulfilled, a now 
era is about to dawn in Turkey, and 
that tho nbstacio thai will provunt, the 
further atlvunco nf tho Russians to 
wiiriis tlio .Mo'iitcrr.inuaii, will be the 
hapiiiiicHH afiU contununeiiL of the 
Turksin pln;;u ot tho bristling buyouots 
of allied armies.

An Orange ftuw in Upper Canadai 

(From the KtDgiton Wlitg) 

The anniversary of the battle of the 
Doyne was celebrated in Kingston in the 
usual enthusiastic manner by a grand 
[irocipsion. The day was an exceptional 
biy fine one, and crowds came to the city 
to witness the celebration and take part 
in it. The country Iodides from the ad- 
joining townships niustered in great 
niitnbers and entered the city from the 
dillVrent points in procession aboui 9 
o'clock. The lodges from a distance were 
relieved of the attendance here, and held 
ihoir own celebrations. About half-past 
nine o'clock', the city lodges formed in 
proces.s'on in front of the City Hall, and 
wt'io joiticd by their country brethren. 
Tho whole being formed up, tho proces- 
sion then awaited the arrival of the 
Lodges Nos. 1 and 100 from Brockville, 
which came up by a special train on thi; 
Grand Trunk Railway, and were brought 
into the eity station, and then took up the 
line of march along the cnstomary route 
through the streets to the cricket ground, 
where about noon, inspiring addresses 
were delivered by the Rev, Mr. Uyckman 
and Bros., Wm Bbannon, Dawson and 
Nimrao, and others. The speeches were 
loudly cheered and greatly pleased tho 
brethren, Tho procession, if not the 
largest, was tho most respectable which 
has taken place on the same day in King- 
ston since the visit of the Prince of Walts. 
Its respectability was very marked, and 
the decornra observed in the ranks was 
niiiisunlly good. The number of lodges 
was about twenty-four, and very mtiny 
more banners were borne, though no new 
ones were particularly noticeable. Four 
bniss bands accompanied the procession — 
the Brockville band accompanying the 
visiting brethren from that place ; the 
Pieion band, led by Mr. Jacobs, which 
was engiiged for the occasion ; Messrs 
Fniser and Hindmarsh's city band, and 
Mr k-'cott's band. Besides there were 
innumerable fife and drum bunds, without 
which the procession would be incomplete. 
Tbe music discoursed was, as usual, uat of 
the most pleasing, though inspiring 
niitnre. The Wolf island Lodge did not 
tako part in the procession on account of 
a split in its ranks. The Grand Marshal, 
.Mr (k'ortje Brown, was assisted by Bros. 
Clias. Livingston, District Master of 
Kingston ; William Makins, County 
Director of Ceremonies ; and by John 
Irvine, James Marshal I'hair, and lliigh 
.MeCaugherty, the Assistant Grand Mar- 
shals. The steainei Watertowii liroiighi 
a small crosvd of excursionists from Mil- 
lun's Bay. 

After the proceedings in the cricket 
ground bad ended, tbe procession reform- 
ed and marched down Union street, along 
Wellington street, and met a string of 
II igs containing the English roso, the 
French tri-colour, flags of Turkish and 
.Moroeco designs, and English nationiil 
lings, which Capt. Gaskin had extended 
across the street in fi'omtof his residence, 
in hoiioiir of the Grand Lodge of Masons, 
now in ses.sion li<ire, as well as in honour 
of the day. About two-thirds of tho 
procession had passed under these llaiis 
when it was pointed out to the sensitive 
country brethren that the ground work on 
the oi'iental flags was green, and that 
they were lowering themselves and the 
Oitler in pas.sing under the Green. At 
the corner of Gore street one of the Pitts- 
burg Lodges moved out of tho procession 
and began to play itself down the street. 
It was indueetJ again lo join tho proces- 
sion, but it only proceeded a few paces 
when, headed by its banner and tbe fifes 
and drnins, it again wheeled out and pro- 
c(;(;(lt;(i down Gore street. The standard 
bearer having bucoinu excited, drew a 
ri;volv(jr and lired it off as an inliiuatioii 
that he was not to be interfered with. 
Tbe other Lodges now marched on, filling 
the vacancy in the ranks, but several of 
thoconuiry Ijodges refused to jjuss under 
tlu; lliig.s. The city lodges ami the more 
rtispcctalile country lodges joined the 
iiiaiu iiroccssioii, which walked quitely 
tliroiigh the city and dispersed. 

Tbe excited Orangemen now assembled 
in a riotous way in front of Uapt. Gaskin's 
house, and demanded that tho flags be 
hauled dowu, and they be allowed to pro- 
ceed, a» they would not walk under the 
Ihigs Some of the most ignorant mein- 
bers mistook the largo rose for tho sham 
rock, and no argament could induce them 
to alter their opinion of the design Bro- 
ther Phillips and A-ssistant Marshal Liv- 
ingston used every exertion to quiet the 
]3relhren, but their efforts were found to 
bo useless, the great cry being "down 
with tho Ihigs." Capt. Gaskin, who is a 
eonsisieiiL I'rotestant, was present, but 
very properly refused to lower the flags, 
which were not in any way objectionable, 
and had every right to fly. The scene 
soon became one o: danger. Stones were 
Ltirled at Captain Giiskin's house, and 
two largo missies crashed through his 
windows, nearly striking bis neioe, who 
was standing in one of then. Stones were 
ah:o firctl at the flags, and persons in tlie 
crowil had narrow escapes from being 
struck. One miin received a out in tho 
head with one of tho missiles, and Capt. 
Gaskin was struck a heavy blow on lbs 
knee. The sword-bcarers .iu many in* 
stances flourishod their weapons. At lust 
the infuriated crowd resolved to tear 
dowu tiio flags, but not daring to trespass 



ffii private property, ihey found this a 
matter of diffleuHy^} but, procuring a rope 
they put a stone at the end of it, and after 
two or throe unsueceBsful attempts got it 
over the rope, ond about twtniy of tho 
excited mob hauled do.vn the fl^igs, amid 
tho sturdy cheers of the rest. During the 
whole cf the operation the cheering was 
kept up with spirit. The flags down, 
they were indiscriminately trampled on, 
and in tho grnsp of tho mob were soon 
torn into shreds. The Turkish flags 
and one or two nondescripts alone escaped 
their fury. In hauling down the rope 
suspending the flags, a portion of the 
chimney of the Misses Rico, to which one 
end was ottached, was pulled ilown, ami 
the bricks came tumbling down from the 
roof, through tlie shade trees, dropiiiiig 
into a crowd of women and children, 
none of whom, strange to say, were seri 
ously hurt. 

Commciiccineut of IVork on the New 
¥ork Elevated llaliroadi 

The !New York Times, August Gih, 
says : The construclion of the Klevated 
Street Railway was commeneed last week 
and the work is now being rapidly 
pushed forward. It is the intention of 
the directors to complete the lower sec- 
tion first, in order to allow the public to 
judge of tho merits of tho enterprise as a 
whole. Workmen at present areengaij;ad 
in cxcavniing the earth in Greenwich 
street, and several foundation blocks have 
been built. Tho process of oxcavntini; 
will be in readiness for the erection of the 
pillars and tlie laying of the rails. Tlio 
original design e(niteiii[)lati'd the crei^tioii 
of tivo rows of pillars, but it has been 
decided to dispense with the inner row, i\ 
single row being thought snUicierit to 
serve the purpose of tho Company. 'I lie 
pillars will be highly ornaniental in pat- 
tern. The public are eaniioiii'd iigiiinst 
forming an opinion of the railway nl the 
present stage of the work. As yet 
nothing is to be seen of it but deep pils 
in the street, loose earth and stoues piled 
up in heaps and some rude mason work. 
The railway is known as the West side 
Railway, coiistrncted on tho (ilevatcil phm 
and is not to bo confoniided with the 
Metropolitan Troiisit, or three tier rail- 
way, 'i'he public will probal)ly have an 
opportunity of witnessing the working of 
cars on the lower end of the route in 
about four or live weeks' time. The 
motive power, as has been announced in 
previous descriptions of the road, will be 
obtained frmn stationary emiines, erecte I 
at tho distiince of half a mile apart. Tlie 
cars will be drawn over tbe rails by mean? 
of a rope p.iss:ng over n drum and attach- 
ed to tho cor. Tho machinery will he 
ready to be put up by tho time the rails 
aro laid.
